If any student wishes to 
find out the result of such a sy stem 
he finds ev ery thing carefully worked 
out. He does not need to ruin his 
own farm before discov ering that he 
has m ade a serious mis take in his 
methods.

In Europ e for y ears the inv entors

The following descrip ­ 
tion will giv e some idea of their con 
st ruction: 
The p erip hery of the wheel Is form 
ed of IS links, each hinged to 
its 
neighbor on either side. These links 
consist of triangular blocks of wood 
and while the bases make up the p er 
ip hery each of the p ieces is hinged 
to a p iece of metal firmly attached to 
a v olute sp ring 4 or 5 Inches long, 
according to the weight of the v eni- 
ele that has to bo sup p orted. 
The 
other ends of the v olute sp rings, of 
which there are 18 , disp osed radi­ 
ally , are fix ed to the hub, or rather 
to a small inner wheel of the 
or­

The sp rings nr» * made of slightly 
tap ered strip s of sp ecial steel coiled 
sp irally in such a way that the great­ 
er p art of each turn Is within the 
p receding one and that under suffi­ 
cient comp ression the whole of the 
inner coils can bo forced within the 
outermost one.
